W HEN FRESH MEAT is receiv ed 
from th e m arket it sh ou ld be im­ 
med iately u nwrapped , wiped with 
a cloth or scraped , bu t it sh ou ld 
nev er be wash ed off. Th e meat 
sh ou ld th en be placed in th e meat 
storage compartment of th e re­ 
frigerator. If th ere is no meat stor­ 
age compartment, meat sh ou ld be 
laid on a clean, d ry plate or in a 
sh allow d ish . 
Th en it sh ou ld be 
ligh tly cov ered with wax or parch ­ 
ment paper, not tigh tly wrapped , 
and pu t in th e cold est part of th e 
refrigerator wh ich sh ou ld be below 
5 0 F. 
Th is will keep th e meat at 
mod erately h igh h u mid ity and low 
temperatu re. 
Meat placed in th e scientifically 
controlled meat storage com part­ 
ment of a mod em h ou seh old re­ 
frigerator will keep many d ay s. 


CHOPPED MEAT is more su scep­ 
tible to spoilage th an meat in one 
piece becau se of th e finely d iv id ed 
fibres. 
It is best to bu y ch opped 
m eat in th e qu antity need ed and 
stbre in th e frozen food compart­ 
ment of y ou r h ou seh old refriger­ 
ator. 


COOKED MEATS sh ou ld h e stored 
in cov ered containers in th e re­ 
frigerator. Th is prev ents ex cessiv e 
loss of moistu re. 
Meat keeps bet­ 
ter if it is left in as large pieces 
as possible. If it is to be u sed for 
salad s or sand wich es, th e meat 
sh ou ld not be grou nd or cu t into 
pieces before storing. 


FROZEN MEATS sh ou ld not be 
th awed before cooking. 
Soaking 
meats in w ater to h asten d efrost­ 
ing impairs th e flav or of meat and 
sh ou ld be av oid ed .

hig her cou n­ 
cils. 
While McNu tt is making his 
own decisions, as far as the of­ 
ficial record g oes, it is a g ood 
g u ess he wou ld not hav e made 
this rontrolling one at the ou tset, 
withou t a little 
priv ate 
adv ice 
from the White Hou se. 
Then Treasu ry Secretary Mor-

(probably becau se he was ou tnu m­ 
bered on most occasions) knocked 
two home ru ns in su ccession for 
the v olu ntary democratic way of 
rally ing su pport and money .

The 
majority of 
Lee 
county 
sportsmen are unaware of a pro­ 
ject which the state conservation 
department has but recently es­ 
tablished on the site of the state 
game refuge 
in the 
southwest 
section 
of .Lee 
county , where at 
present almost 
4,000 Chinese 
or 
ring neck pheasants have been de­ 
livered 
from 
other state game 
preserves. 
The pens 
have been 
built on the Downs farm which is 
t part of the state preserve and 
C R. Mok ler of 
Bradford is 
in 
charge. 
The 
pheasants 
are sorted so 
that an approximate 
average 
of 
five hens and a cock are grouped 
ir: the pens. The wings of every 
one of the 4,000 
birds have been 
clipped 
to prevent their 
escape. 
Attendant Mok ler and his assist­ 
ants are k ept busy each hour of 
the day circulating 
through the 
pens, gathering 
the 
eggs which 
the hens lay on the bare ground 


or’in a small hole and supply the 
birds with w ater 
and a specially 
prepared feed. This will be contin­ 
ued until about the first of July 
when the lay ing season closes, a ft­ 
er which the greater number 
of 
the birds will be 
distributed 
to 
the 
sportsmen’s 
organizations 
throughout the state. 
About 
1,200 eggs 
week ly are 
gathered from the pens and these 
are carefully handled and pack ed, 
then delivered to the state hatch­ 
eries at York ville where they 
are 
hatched 
in the 
incubators. 
The 
state 
conservation 
department 
plans to increase the number 
of 
birds at the 
Lee county 
refuge 
next season as the experiment has 
proven very 
successful 
and the 
soil conditions have 
been found 
ideal for

Yes, molasses is one of the rich­ 
est of all sources of iron. 
I t is 
cheering also to note that this 
iron is w hat the nutritionists de­ 
scribe as "readily" available; tha t 
Is, easily absorbed by the body. 
In fact, the iron in molasses far 
outranks spinach. 
Tests show tha t the iron in high 
quality molasses is from 8 0% to 
9 7% available for use 
by 
the 
body, depending upon the grade of 
the syrup. 
None of this iron rich­ 
ness is lost in cooking. 
This il­ 
lum inating statem ent appears in 
the American Journal of Diges­ 
tive Diseases, September, 1939: 
"It is appa ren t 
that of the 
foods reputed 
to 
be 
excellent 
sources of iron, only liver com­ 
pares favorably with 
molasses. 
Whipple 
and 
Robscheit-Robbins 
have listed chicken and beef liver, 
chicken gizzard, beef kidney, eggs, 
apricots and raisins as especially 
valuable in the cure of anemia. It 
appears, however, 
that molasses 
is superior to all of these foods 
in this respect, and is, moreover, 
the m ost expensive food source of 
iron."

A t first glance it seems pa ra ­ 
doxical tha t molasses should be 
suggested as a substitute for su­ 
gar, since both are made from 
sug a r cane. 
B ut the Consumer s 
Service Bureau of

D epart­ 
m ent of 
M arkets 
assures 
tha t 
there is no 
molasses 
shortage. 
The chief 
reason 
is tha t while 
everyone 
w ants 
the accustomed 
sugar, there is less dem and for the 
syrup. 
Suggestions for adding tha t ex­

spoons of molasses daily will sup- 
ply a significant am ount of iron 
to the child’s diet in a form he 
can enjoy.

The leaflet going to consum ers 
points out tha t hoarders “create 
scarcities which otherwise could 
have been avoided. 
They m ake it 
difficult or impossible 
for 
mil­ 
lions of their fellow citizens to 
obtain their proper share of nec­ 
essary consum er goods. 
H oard­ 
ers m ay force the governm ent to 
institute 
rationing of goods of 
which there is no real shortage." 
As a fresh slant on the prob­ 
lem, the leaflet calls upon con­ 
sum ers to have faith in the in­ 
genuity of Am erican m a n ufa ctur­ 
ers and technicians who, if some 
products do become scarce or dis­

counted upon to see tha t they

Our 
tional sweet tooth, which has de­ 
veloped out of all proportion with­ 
in the last five years, seems to be 
a source of real concern for the 
average person. 
The 8 million tons of «ugar we 
got m 1941 gave us a sugar bowl 
that was a record breaker. 
In 
the five years before 1941, Am eri­ 
cans got along on the average 
with more than a million tons less 
a year, or about 6.800,000 tons. 
W e were eating about 104 pounds 
of sugar each in 
those 
years. 
Right now we are not counting 
on 
having more 
than 
5.300.000 
tons to go around. 
That wo»’Id 
mean 77 pounds a year for each 
person in America. 
According to Consumer's Guide, 
people in Europe, except the B rit­ 
ish and the 
Swedes, 
in 
recent 
peace years, have been used to 
much less sugar than we had. 
In 
Norway, 
they 
had 
about 
«6 
pounds a person; in the Nether­ 
lands, about 63 pounds; Germany, 
59 pounds; France, 
57 
pounds; 
Italy, least, with 19 pounds. 
Out of those 77 pounds Am eri­ 
cans are figuring on this year, 
commercial users must have about 
a third; hotels, restaurants, insti­ 
tutions that feed people who do 
not eat at home will take their 
share, and some must be held in 
reserve for home canning needs 
this summer. 
The result is the 
sugar ration allowed you. 


Canadians and the British are 
also rationed; the former get 12 
ounces each week; the latter 8 
ounces a week. 
Fortunately for the American 
sweet tooth sugar is not the only 
sweetener available. 
In the news 
and in the menus today, two of 
these sweeteners 
are 
xeatured, 
honey and molasses. 
Honey, the 
glamour member of the team, has 
been outshining the sturdy quali­ 
ties of 
the sweetener 
that our 
grandfathers ate on their griddle 
cakes, on their mush and on their 
bread. 
In modern times, however, 
the rich brown syrup has slipped 
to secondary importance. 
*

In early log cabin days, molas­ 
ses was one of the few sweeten­ 
ings with which a good housewife 
could make her simple meals ap­ 
pealing. 
In 
Colonial 
times the 
molasses jug went to the table 
with more regularity than the su­ 
gar bowl. 
Gulps of molasses were 
measured into every kind of dish 
from doughnuts to cornbread and 
shoofly pie. 
Molasses 
seasoned 
the beans, glazed the baked hams 
and gave full-bodied flavor to a 
dish of yams. 
Molasses was used 
in many types of pies, and of 
course there were steamed pud­ 
dings, plummy with raisins, and 
* soft molasses cakes and cookies, 
fcven theraisin sauce over boiled 
tongue was seasoned with molas- 
aes— sinjee molasses 
was 
valued 
for lavor as well as sweetness. 
Now that an emergency has fo­ 
cused 
national 
attention 
once 
more on the oldtime favorite, sci­ 
entists s re stepping forward to 
remind homemakers: “ Molasses is 
rich in Iron. 
W e told you so all 
the time.’* 


Yes, molasses is one of the rich­ 
est of all sources of iron. 
It is 
cheering also to note that this 
iron is what the nutritionists de­ 
scribe as “ readily” available; that 
is, easily absorbed by the body. 
In fact, the iron in molasses far 
outranks spinach. 
Tests show that the iron in high 
quality molasses is from 80% to 
9 7% available for use 
by 
the 
body, depending upon the grade of 
the syrup. 
None of this iron rich­ 
ness is lost in cooking. 
This il­ 
luminating statement appears in 
the American Journal of Diges­ 
tive Diseases, September, 1939: 
“ It is apparent 
that of the 
foods reputed 
to 
be 
excellent 
sources of iron, only liver com­ 
pares favorably with 
molasses. 
Whipple 
and 
Robscheit-Robbins 
have listed chicken and beef liver, 
chicken gizzard, beef kidney, eggs, 
apricots and raisins as especially 
valuable in the cure of anemia. It 
appears, however, 
that molasses 
is superior to all of these foods 
in this respect, and is, moreover, 
the most expensive food source of 
iron.” 
A t first glance it seems para­ 
doxical that molasses should be 
suggested as a substitute for su­ 
gar, since both are made from 
sugar cane. 
But the Consumer’s 
Service Bureau of 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of 
Markets 
assures 
that 
there is no 
molasses 
shortage. 
Tlie chief 
reason is that while 
everyone wants 
the 
accustomed 
sugar, there is less demand for the 
syrup. 


Suggestions for adding that ex­ 
tra iron richness 
to 
children’s 
diets are many. 
One to 3 table­ 
spoons of molasses daily will sup­ 
ply a significant amount of iron 
to the child’s diet in a form he 
can enjoy. 
Serve it on hot break- 
faM cereal; pour it over dessert 
or 
h e-cream as a sauce, spread 
it over bread to satisfy that after- 
seb *ol appetite. M any a child who 
balks on drinking the daily quota 
of milk w ill like molasses in plain 
milk or in milk shakes.

mailed to consumers and to lead­ 
ing retailers, urging concerted ac­ 
tion against hoarding. 
The leaflet going to consumers 
points out that hoarders “ create 
scarcities which otherwise could 
have been avoided. 
They make it 
difficult or impossible 
for 
mil­ 
lions of their fellow citizens to 
obtain their proper share of nec­ 
essary consumer goods. 
Hoard­ 
ers may force the government to 
institute 
rationing of goods of 
which there is no real shortage." 
As a fresh slant on the prob­ 
lem, the leaflet calls upon con­ 
sumers to have faith in the in­ 
genuity of American manufactur­ 
ers and technicians who, if some 
products do become scarce or dis­ 
appear from the market, 
can be 
counted upon to see that they 
are 
“ replaced 
w'ith 
products 
which may be equally satisfactory 
or even superior.” Consumers are 
urged to take action, both as in­ 
dividuals and through their orga­ 
nizations, to stop hoarding. 
The leaflet going to retailers 
asks 
them 
to 
supplement 
the 
council’s program by publishing 
advertisements 
urging 
consum­ 
ers not to hoard. 
Retailers also 
are urged to avoid scare advertis­ 
ing. 
Another timely suggestion

States has been importing about 
350,000,000 pounds of tapioca an­ 
nually to use as 
adhesives 
for 
stamps and 
envelopes,

for 
puddings and thickening for soups. 
The new grain, developed from 
a 
specimen 
of 
wax-like 
corn 
brought to this country years ago 
by a missionary in China, pre­ 
viously had no commercial value 
and was grown mainly as a curios­ 
ity at several 
experiment 
sta­ 
tions. Chemical studies indicated 
the grain produced a starch sim­ 
ilar to tapioca. 
The department now has less 
than IOO bushels of the corn avail­ 
able for seed. This grain will be 
used this year to produce seed for 
commercial planting in 1943. By 
1944 production should be suffi­ 
cient to replace 
tapioca in in­ 
dustrial uses.
